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‘Breaking point’ fears 
for hospital transport 


Group calling 
for talks with 
health bosses

PATIENTS could be missing 
vital hospital appointments 
because they have no way of 
getting there, a community 
transport organisation has said. 

Suffolk Community Transport 
(SCT) is calling for talks with NHS 
bosses as it said operators in the 
county are “at breaking point” due to 
a 31 per cent increase in demand for 
transport to non-emergency hospital 
appointments between September 
2011 and March 2012. 

Since September 2011 patients must 
meet eligibility criteria to qualify for 
free transport and they have to call a 
centralised control room managed by 
the East of England Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust rather than ask their GPs. 

John Phillips, director of SCT, said: 
“The community transport operators 
are now at breaking point and are no 
longer able to meet the rising demands 
for hospital transport under the current 
arrangements. 

“This situation can only end one way 
and that is leaving many vulnerable 
people unable to find a way of getting 
to their hospital appointment, which 
could seriously jeopardise their longer 
term health and cause much stress to 
their loved ones.” 

He called for talks to find a practical 
solution to the problem.

E-fit image released 
in hunt for attacker

POLICE have released 
an e-fit image of an 
alleged attacker after a 
woman was assaulted 
in Newmarket on Friday 
afternoon. 

The woman, who is in 
her 30s, was jogging past 
the St Felix School site, in 
Fordham Road, at around 
2.10pm when a man, who 
was walking towards her, 
lunged at her and tried to 
grab her chest. 

She was able to push 
him off before running 
towards the town centre. 

The alleged attacker is 
described as a white man, 
aged between 30 and 40 
years old, around 6ft lin 
to 6ft 3in tall, of large 
build, with thin, straight, 
grey hear down to his ears. 

He was wearing light 
blue, dirty jeans, a grey 
shirt and a denim jacket. 

Police have released an 
e-fit of the suspect and 
would like to speak to 
anyone who was in the 
area who might have 
information relating to the 
incident. 

They are urging people 
who may have seen 
something to get in touch.

Youngsters 
feel benefit 
starting up 

ASPIRING entrepreneurs will feel 
the benefit of a £110m government 
loans programme, according to 
Newmarket’s MP. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk and business minister, said 
the government’s announcement last 
week for a £30m boost to its Start-Up 
Loans initiative would help young 
people in the region to realise their 
potential. 

Start-Up Loans were introduced in 
September with a £110m pot to 
provide young entrepreneurs aged 
between 18 and 30 with support, 
including a mentor £2,500 of capital. 

Mr Hancock said: “There are 
young people in West Suffolk with 
great ideas and I would encourage 
any aspiring entrepreneur to apply 
for a Start Up loan to get their 
business moving. 

“This £30 million boost will make 
a huge difference to young people 
who want to run and own a 
business. 

“In its first few months it has 
already helped almost 500 new 
businesses and will help many more 
in the future.” 

He said the government were 
increasing loans to small companies, 
investing in innovation and cutting 
corporation tax to make sure Britain 
can compete on the global stage. 

James Caan, chair of the Start-Up 
Loans Company, said: “There has 
been a major shift in the way 
business is viewed by the public, 
and entrepreneurs are now seen as 
creative and exciting role models. 

“I am delighted to see that more 
and more young people are now 
looking to set up their own 
business.”

Caroline Cowie, manager of 
the Newmarket-based Voluntary 
Network which provides 
community cars and Dial-a-Ride 
services, said they had seen a 
significant increase in calls since 
the NHS’s change in approach. 

She said: “Initially we found it 
very hard to try to handle such 
an increase. We have had to 
recruit about six or seven new 
drivers since that time just to try 
to cope.” 

The burden for NHS cuts is 
falling on charities like the 
Voluntary Network, which is 
independent of the NHS, said 
Caroline. 

She added: “It is a cost-cutting 
exercise. They have saved 


significant amounts by enforcing 
the eligibility criteria and you 
can see why they are doing it 
but it is the most vulnerable 
people who are suffering. 

“The NHS is looking to people 
like us for a solution, to step in 
for a service they are not willing 
to provide.” 

Caroline was keen to stress 
that the service was not free but, 
despite subsidies from Forest 
Heath District Council, some 
people were still cancelling their 
bookings due to worries about 
cost. 

She said there was often 
confusion as patients were 
referred to the voluntary 
network by call handlers and 
were not clear that it was not 


affiliated with the NHS. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, portfolio 
holder for health at Forest Heath 
District Council and a director at 
SCT, said: “One of the problems 
is the criteria they put forward 
were difficult for people to 
understand and the other issue 
was the sheer shock of it. 

“It was the way the new rules 
were brought in that caused the 
problems.” 

He said the change from 
asking your GP to a centralised 
control room could be 
distressing for some elderly 
people but said the guidelines 
were necessary to make sure the 
free transport wasn’t exploited. 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 
said: “We have already begun 


dialogue with a representative of 
Suffolk Community Transport to 
talk about its concerns and have 
arranged another meeting later 
in the month. 

“However, we must stress that 
there have been no changes to 
the criteria for free NHS funded 
transport, the guidelines for 
which were issued by the 
Department of Health. 

“Since September 2011 these 
national guidelines have been 
applied to ensure that those 
patients who are eligible for free 
NHS funded transport are given 
it.”

A MAN who was living in 
Britain illegally has been 
handed a 14-month prison 
sentence for attacking a 
young woman in the town 
centre. 

Jakir Hussain, 27, of Bahram 
Close, in Newmarket, should 
have returned to Bangladesh 
when his visa expired in 
November 2009 but instead 
remained in Suffolk for more 
than three years. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on Monday how his victim, 
who lives locally, had been 
heading home after a night out 
with friends in Newmarket in 
the early hours of August 27 
last year. 

David Wilson, prosecuting, 
said the woman had been in 
phone contact with a male 
friend as she walked from the 
High Street into an alleyway 
near the White Hart public 
house just after 3am. 

The woman passed a group of 
men, one wearing a vivid pink 
t-shirt, sitting outside a house 
before she was tripped up and 
suddenly ended up on her back 
on the ground, said Mr Wilson. 

The man in the vivid t-shirt, 
who was later identified from 
CCTV images as Hussain, knelt 
down beside her and began 
grabbing the woman’s arms. 

He then appeared to try to 
pull down her trousers, she 
later told friends and the 
police. 

Mr Wilson said the woman

was very scared and distressed 
and kicked out, striking 
Hussain on the leg. He stood up 
and kicked her as she lay on 
the ground. 

As nearby members of the 
public became aware of what 
was happening, Hussain fled 
down the alleyway. 

The male friend who had 
been in phone contact with the 
woman arrived moments later 
and police were alerted. 

Mr Wilson said the woman 
was left “shocked and tearful”. 

She told police: “I couldn’t 
believe it happened to me 
having given a warning to 
another girl about walking 
home alone.” 

With the help of Hussain’s 
former boss, who runs a local 


takeaway, he was persuaded to 
give himself up to the police 
and he was found to be in 
possession of a gold earring 
which the woman said she lost 
during the attack. 

Hussain pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of attempted rape at an 
earlier hearing but pleaded 
guilty to a lesser charge of 
committing an offence with the 
intention of committing a 
sexual offence. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, told 
the court it was accepted that 
the attack had been 
opportunistic and unpleasant 
but Hussain had no previous 
convictions and had voluntarily 
given himself up. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Rupert Overbury told Hussain 
that his victim had been 
vulnerable and alone during 
the early hours of the morning 
and was still suffering the 
effects of what happened. 

Judge Overbury said: “She 
has suffered a rollercoaster of 
emotions. The attack terrified 
her. She thought she was going 
to be killed.” 

The incident had left the 
woman having difficulty 
sleeping, suffering from 
nightmares and frightened to go 
out by herself. Members of her 
family had also been affected. 

Judge Overbury ordered 
Hussain to sign on the Sexual 
Offences Register for 10 years 
and recommended he be 
deported after his release from 
prison.

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Determined Jamie endures 
knees freeze in good cause 


Toys story

AS you wrap up warm for the 
snow, spare a thought for this 
hardy 8-year-old. 

Jamie Smith has vowed to wear 
shorts to school all winter - 
whatever the weather - to help 
children fighting cancer. 

The Newmarket schoolboy’s 
stunt, which is raising money for 
the Teenage Cancer Trust, is 
inspired by the uncle he never 
met, who died from leukaemia as a 
teenager more than 30 years ago. 

Jamie, who attends the town’s 
Ditton Lodge Primary School and 
dives at Parkside Swimming Pool 
in Cambridge, is having his resolve 
tested this week with the snow and 
sub-zero temperatures. 

Mum Karyn said his family and 
friends are backing him to see the 
challenge through, even with 
temperatures were expected to fall 
to -4C during this week. 

The 42-year-old said: “They 
think he’s completely crazy, but it’s 
something he wants to do. I say to 
him ‘there’s a pair of trousers there 
for you’ but he won’t give in. 

“I sometimes feel quite bad 
seeing him go off to school in 
shorts in this weather, but he’s 
insistent.” 

Jamie’s uncle Mark died aged 17 
in 1982 after a battle with two 
types of leukaemia. 

Mark’s mother Rowena, who is 
Jamie’s grandmother, has been 
raising money for the children’s 
cancer charity for years. She said it 
provides exactly the sort of support 
she would have wanted for her 
son. 

Mark was 15 when he was diag¬ 
nosed with acute lymphatic leuk¬ 
aemia and taken to Addenbrooke’s, 
where Rowena said he was on an 
adult ward full of elderly people 
and was not given any counselling. 

She added: “It wouldn’t have 
made his illness go away. But it 
would have helped to make him 
less unhappy and take his mind off 
things, even just for a short while.” 

Jamie’s involvement in the cause 
stepped up a gear when he ran a 
stall for the charity at a fair at the 
Catholic Hall in Newmarket last 
month, while she supervised. 

He received a letter of thanks 
from the trust and then heard 
about the charity funding a ward at 
Addenbrooke’s - prompting him to 
start his challenge. 

He is asking for his peers to 
sponsor him by 50p.

Upset boyfriend 
in wrecking spree 


A MAN trashed his girl¬ 
friend’s house and tried to 
kill himself after “getting 
the wrong of the end stick” 
from reading her text 
message. 

Dean Reynolds, 27, stabbed 
himself in the stomach and 
failed in three apparent 
attempts to hang himself at her 
home in Cambridge following 
an argument at the Newmarket 
races. 

His 23-year-old girlfriend 
returned home after the day at 
the races to find a trail of 
destruction at the house in 
Chieftain Way, Orchard Park. 

The carnage, which caused 
£1,000 worth of damage, 
included two broken tele¬ 
visions, an upturned coffee 
table, smashed window and at 
least five stab marks on the 
fridge, Cambridge Crown Court 
heard. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said the pair - who are still in a 
relationship - had been 
drinking heavily to catch up

with their friends at the 
racecourse on August 18 when 
they got into an argument over 
a text message she had sent. 

She said: “The defendant got 
the wrong end of the stick.

Following the verbal 
exchange and an “offensive” 
text message sent by him, the 
girlfriend called it a night and 
returned home - to discover the 
destruction he caused and her 
partner appearing agitated

his stomach. 

He told police he tried to 
hang himself on a shower 
curtain rail during the spree, 
but his weight pulled it down, 
before using a bathroom cord to 
make two further suicide 
attempts, the court heard. 

Reynolds, of Manor Close, 
Little Wilbraham, who 
previously admitted criminal 
damage, was given a one-year 
supervision order and fined 
£ 100 . 

Caroline Allison, mitigating, 
accepted her client reacted in 
an “entirely disproportionate 
manner”. 

But she added: “His remorse 
was genuine and, as the 
complainant accepts, it was a 
one-off incident in this young 
man’s life.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, 
sentencing, said: “I’m satisfied 
this was a one-off. It arose 
through a misunderstanding 
between you and girlfriend 
while you were in drink and it 
was wholly unacceptable 
behaviour.”

Mum sold drugs 
to feed her child 


A SINGLE mother turned 
to selling drugs because 
she could not afford to 
feed her young daughter, 
a court heard. 

Paula Kasprzycka, 21, was 
caught with five small 
cannabis plants, a small 
amount of cannabis and three 
MDMA tablets, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard last 
Thursday. 

Martin Ivory, prosecuting, 
said it was estimated the 
plants found at Kasprzycka’s 
home in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, would have 
produced cannabis worth 
£1,800 if they had reached 
maturity. 

The court heard Kasprzycka 
had told police during 
interview she had lost her job, 
was short of money and 
needed to feed her daughter. 

Mr Ivory said checks on her 
bank account showed that 
Kasprzycka was overdrawn 
but she had made cash 
deposits of between £50 and 


£80 several times in the 
month before her arrest on 
June 8. 

He said Kasprzycka said she 
had taken out payday loans 
which she was struggling to 
repay. 

The court heard Kasprzycka 
had used plastic bags from a 
car boot sate to repackage 
£100 of cannabis she bought 
from a dealer into smaller lots 
which she had sold at £10 
each. At the time she was 
arrested she had managed to 
sett £70 worth. 

Kasprzycka, who repre¬ 
sented herself in court, said 
the cannabis plants had been 
grown from seeds which she 
took from the cannabis she 
purchased. 

She said she had run into 
financial problems after 
waiting three months for 
benefits to be paid to her. 

She said: “I’m sorry for 
what I have done, I know I 
was stupid. I have found work 
and I will try to do welt now.” 


Kasprzycka pleaded guilty 
to two offences of possession 
of drugs with intent to supply, 
one of possession of cannabis, 
one of possession of MDMA 
and also production of 
cannabis. 

Sentencing her Judge David 
Goodin told Kasprzycka: 
“Drug offences are serious 
offences. You have been a fool 
- don’t be a foot again.” 

Judge Goodin warned 
Kasprzycka if she ever 
admitted or was found guilty 
of drug supply offences again 
she could expect to go 
immediately to prison. 

Kasprzycka was made the 
subject of a 12-month 
community order and will 
remain under Probation 
Service supervision for that 
period. 

She will also be 
electronically tagged to 
ensure she abides by a 7pm to 
6.30am curfew at her home 
address for the next 10 
weeks. 


Burglars stole safe after break-in 


TWO burglars have admitted stealing a safe 
containing more than £66,000 in cash, 
jewellery and premium bonds from a house. 

Dale Marsh, from Exning, pleaded guilty to 
breaking into a house in Tamarin Gardens, 
Cherry Hinton, on August 4 last year. 

The 24-year-old of Laceys Lane, had 
previously pleaded not guilty to the charge but 
changed his plea on Monday at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

Farooq Akhtar, 25, of Woodbrook Close, 
Papworth Everard, is also charged with the 
burglary and changed his plea to guilty on a 


previous occasion. The pair smashed a window 
in the rear patio of the property before gaining 
entry with a black holdall and made off with 
the safe in broad daylight. 

The stolen safe contained £21,500 in cash, 
£20,000 in jewellery and £25,000 in premium 
bonds. 

The home owner returned the following day 
to find the safe had gone, reporting it to the 
police. The pair were caught on a CCTV camera 
within the property. 

They have been remanded in custody to be 
sentenced at the crown court at a later date.

Soham Lodge, a nursing home 
which specialises in caring for 
dementia sufferers, has been issued 
formal warnings by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Inspectors visited the home, which 
is based at Qua Fen Common, Soham, 
and only opened last year, in 
November and discovered numerous 
issues. 

They found care plans were not 
being updated to reflect the changing 
needs of residents and inspectors 
noted several discrepancies between 
what care plans instructed and the 
work care staff carried out.

The care record for a resident who 
suffered from pressure sores stated 
they needed repositioning in bed every 
two hours. 

But this was not always carried out, 
and there were no instructions 
available to explain how staff were to 
care for and manage a resident who 
had Type 2 diabetes. 

The CQC has ordered DCSL Limited, 
which runs the home, to make 
improvements. 

Andrea Gordon, deputy director of 
operations for the CQC, said: “The law 
says these are the standards that 
everyone should be able to expect. 
Providers have a duty to ensure they 
are compliant. 


“These warnings send a clear 
message that Soham Lodge needs to 
address this issue or face further 
consequences. 

“Our inspectors will return in the 
near future and if we find that the 
required progress is not made we won’t 
hesitate to use our legal powers to 
protect the people who use this 
service.” 

The home is one of several in the Ely 
area ordered to make improvements by 
the CQC recently. 

Last week the News reported that 
The Brambles, a four-bed care home in 
Soham for young adults with learning 
and physical disabilities, was found to 
be failing to protect vulnerable adults 
from potential harm as some staff did 
not know what they should do if they 
suspected someone was being abused. 


Fair Haven Care Home in Soham, 
Laburnum Lodge in Littleport and The 
Limes in Littleport have also hit the 
headlines for the wrong reasons in 
recent months. 

A spokesman for Soham Lodge said 
that a new area manager had now been 
appointed to help improve the facility. 

He said: “The owners of Soham 
Lodge acknowledge that there have 
been teething problems as with many 
new businesses - however, for several 
weeks they have been and continue to 
work closely with their colleagues 
from the local authority and the NHS 
to address the issues concerned. 

“Their intention is to provide quality 
care to all their residents. 

“Their newly-appointed area 
manager is now in post to support this 
delivery of change.”

Burglar caught after 
return from holiday 


A MAN who stole more than 
£5,000 worth of cash and 
gold from a town centre 
shopping centre to go on “a 
spending spree” has avoided 
jail. 

Luke Sheppard, 27, smashed 
his way into the Guineas Centre 
on the evening of January 21 last 
year and then gained access to 
the H & T Gold Bar store where 
he stole £4,393 in cash from a 
safe and a further £1,200 worth of 
gold. 

He was handed an eight-month 
imprisonment sentence 

suspended for two years with a 
12-month supervision 

requirement and ordered to 
perform 150 hours of unpaid 
community work by a judge at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
Wednesday. 

Prosecutor Charles Myatt said 
the break-in, during which £260 
worth of damage was caused, was 
followed by Sheppard going on a 
“spending spree”, splashing out 
£406 at Toys R Us, £1,327 on 
computer equipment and paying 
£1,000 into his bank account. 


Six days after the burglary, 
Sheppard and his girlfriend flew 
out for a one-week holiday to 
Egypt having paid £878 cash for 
the trip at a local travel agent, 
said Mr Myatt. 

On his return, he tried to break 
into the Guineas Centre again on 
February 6 but was unsuccessful, 
the court heard. 

Sheppard, of Frampton Close, 
Newmarket, was spotted on 
CCTV and was seen to bury a 
long handled axe in the snow and 
then run off. 

Police arrested him shortly 
afterwards in Exeter Road and 
found pieces of glass his clothing 
which matched that from 
windows he had broken on both 
occasions at the Guineas Centre. 

Sheppard, who had declined to 
answer police questions, had 
pleaded guilty to two offences of 
burglary. 

Richard Kelly, defending, said 
that at the time of the offences 
Sheppard’s girlfriend had been 
preparing to give birth to twins 
and he was under considerable 
emotional and financial pressure. 

Sheppard accepted that it had 


been foolish to commit the 
burglaries but said the money he 
stole had not been intended to 
pay for a holiday as his girlfriend 
had been awaiting a working tax 
credits payment. 

Mr Kelly said: “He very much 
regrets involving himself in these 
offences. 

“The first one was very much 
spur of the moment but having 
got the money that he did from 
that burglary he very stupidly 
thought that he could go back 
when his finances were 
stretched.” 

Sheppard was trying to 
improve his life and had been 
accepted for a four-year computer 
sciences course at Essex 
University, said Mr Kelly. 

Judge Peter Thompson said he 
accepted that Sheppard had been 
under pressure but had chosen 
the wrong way to deal with the 
situation. 

Taking into account his 
previous convictions, Judge 
Thompson said a prison term 
was justified but in the 
circumstances it could be 
suspended.

When the UK is asked for emergency assistance after a 
global disaster, local surgeon Richard Villar is often first 
on the scene. EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM meets him. 


L IKE a modern-day superhero, 
Richard Villar leads a fascinating 
double life. 

By day he's an orthopaedic surgeon at the 
Spire Cambridge Lea Hospital, mending the 
bones of sports stars and ordinary folk alike. 

But when disaster strikes - anywhere in the 
world - he sheds his scrubs and heads straight 
to the heart of the crisis, setting up field 
hospitals where the traumatised victims can 
be treated by the medical teams who follow. 

As part of emergency relief organisation 
Merlin, Richard, 59, has been first on the 
scene in global disaster zones for nearly eight 
years - and now he's written a book about his 
most memorable experiences. 

Called Winged Scalpel , it's a gripping 
account of performing amputations on tennis 
courts, trying to save children from ruined 
buildings, overcoming death threats, and 
treating desperately sick patients with little or 
no equipment. 

It can, admits Richard, be very harrowing: 
"It's never pleasant, seeing many hundreds of 
dead bodies, and the smell of death follows 
you everywhere. But your job is with the 
living. Your job is to rescue the people who 
can be rescued." 

Richard's first assignment followed 
Kashmir's devastating earthquake in 2005, 
which killed more than 75,000 people. He 
recalls bagging a helicopter (piloted by vodka- 
fuelled Russians) and landing on a mountain 
side in the crisis zone, where he was met by 
the sight of hundreds of wounded men, 
women and children. 

Not only did Richard have to select the best 
area for his field hospital, but also choose 
which casualties to take back to base, and 
which to leave - potentially to die - before 


the hospital could be established. 

"It's extremely hard, because you're leaving 
many hundreds behind," he says. "You're 
slightly blessed by the fact that everyone can 
see that the helicopter can only take so many, 
but you can see the disappointment in their 
eyes, and it's that guilt. . . you feel it all the 
time." 

Richard faced more earthquake horror the 
following year, when he was sent to Java in 
the wake of their disaster. But it was Haiti's 
catastrophic quake of 2010 that gives him 
recurring nightmares. 

"It was complete chaos," he recalls. 

"There was absolutely no infrastructure, 
and no-one to help these people in any shape 
or form. It was grossly insecure too: people 
were throwing cadavers out into the road so 
they could stop you and rob you." 

The solution, he discovered, was to seek 
security from the locals: "and once they had 
come to like us, it was quite a nice place to 
be. 

"It sounds terrible, but you have this 
remarkable contrast between these intense 
friendships developing, within your own team 
and with the local people, versus the absolute 
horror you're having to treat. 

"So you fluctuate wildly between being 
almost in tears to being incredibly happy - the 
fact you can play football with a young child 
you've operated on is fantastic." 

Finally, the book describes Richard's 
adventures in war-torn Libya back in 2011, 
where Gaddafi's troops proved more 
threatening than any earthquake aftershock: 
he even found himself held up at gunpoint. "I 
had no idea what was going through this 
Arab's head as he pointed his weapon at me, 
but I remember thinking: 'This is me done

for'." 

Thankfully Richard was used to this - 
he's ex-SAS. "I understand the war 
scenario/' he shrugs. "It's highly 
dangerous, but I know how it works, and 
unless you do something daft you should 
be OK." 

Richard, a father-of-three from Saffron 
Walden, decided on a medical career 
after being given a plastic stethoscope at 
the age of 7, and has no regrets: "It's fun! 

I have never, ever woken up saying I 
didn't want to go to work. I like talking to 
people, and that's why my clinics are 
always hopelessly late." 

At 21, inspired by an ex-SAS teacher at 
school, he also decided to undertake the 
gruelling six-month recruitment process 
known as SAS Selection. Notoriously 
tough - the failure rate is 90 per cent - 
Richard was the only doctor ever to pass. 

He passed with flying colours, too, not 
least in the infamous 'Long Drag', a 40- 
mile endurance march over mountains 
with a 4 stone backpack: "You're given 
24 hours to do it: I set the record then, 
and I think it still lasts today, of 10 hours 
and 56 minutes," he grins. "I didn't feel 
pain in those days." 

But although he became a badged SAS 
soldier, Richard decided to complete his 
medical studies, and served as an SAS 
surgeon until 1991: "and it was the best 
thing I could ever have done. That's 
where I cut my teeth on all this disaster 
work: having to insert medical support 
into places in which you literally had five 
minutes to work out what to do. That's 
what gave me all my wrinkles: I'd have a 
wrinkle-free face if it wasn't for the SAS." 

After eight years with Merlin, going 
straight from his genteel clinic in 
Impington to a disaster zone no longer 
feels strange: "It's like a light switch," says 
Richard. 

"The patients are told that there's a 
small possibility that their clinics may be 
disrupted, and it's very interesting 


watching the reaction: most of them are 
extremely understanding, a number of 
them aren't! For reasons I can fully 
understand - patients often book a long 
way ahead. 

"But you can't keep everybody happy 
all the time." Not least his wife of nearly 
30 years: "She's ex-Army and so she 
understands, but the more I do, the 
harder it gets for her," he admits. 

"She's never said: 'Don't go', to be fair, 
but I've been married long enough to 
know what she's thinking!" 

So why does he keep going to these 
highly dangerous places and situations? 
"Because it's right that I should," says 
Richard. "I have this skill, and while I still 
have breath in my body, I should 
continue to do it."

Drink-drivers caught 
in police crackdown

MORE than 170 drink- 
drivers were caught by 
police during a festive 
season crackdown. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Police 
breath-tested 8,844 people as 
part of a month-long joint 
campaign which finished on 
New Year’s Day. 

The tests revealed 1.9 per 
cent of those tested were 
driving while over the limit, 
equating to just over five 
people being caught each day 
of the campaign. 

Police said 38 of the 171 
drink-drivers they caught were 
younger than 25. 

Chief Insp Chris Spinks said 
he thought drivers had listened 
to warnings. 

He said: “It is encouraging to 
see that less than two per cent 
of the tests carried out across 
the two counties resulted in a 
positive breath test. 

“We were determined to have 
a visible presence on the 
county’s roads and ensure that 
people knew if they made the 
decision to drink-drive then 
there was a good chance we 
were going to catch them.

“However, we cannot rest on 
our laurels as there were still 
171 people who risked their 
lives and the lives of others 
during the festive period. 

“We had a tragic period on 
Norfolk and Suffolk’s roads 
during December, where 11 
people lost their lives on our 
roads. Those who drink-drive 
need to realise that their 
actions could have equally 
devastating consequences. 

“Campaigns such as this 
demonstrate our commitment 
to clamping down on drink- 
drivers and should act as a 
warning: if you drink and drive 


you will be arrested and 
prosecuted. This particular 
campaign may have come to an 
end but our commitment 
remains and checks will 
continue throughout the year.” 

The campaign saw patrolling 
officers breath-test motorists 
involved in collisions or who 
caused concern because of the 
way they were driving or due to 
a defect on their vehicle. 

It also saw Suffolk Police’s 
Twitter feeds report live from 
traffic patrols on December 14 
and licensed premises offered 
free or discounted drinks to 
designated drivers. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s 
police and crime commissioner, 
said: “I am pleased to hear that 
drink-drive figures have 
reduced in the county, but 
disappointed to see that too 
many drivers are still taking to 
the road under the influence of 
drink or drugs. This cavalier 
attitude to safety is completely 
unacceptable. 

“I am working with the 
constabulary to reduce 
bureaucracy to maintain front¬ 
line officers and am committed 
to supporting campaigns such 
as this to make Suffolk an even 
safer place.”

Soham rail link 
bid gathers pace 


COUNCIL chiefs are 
celebrating after plans to 
re-open Soham railway 
station were identified as a 
priority by rail bosses. 

Network Rail announced a 
major £2.2 billion blueprint 
to boost the country’s rail 
infrastructure this week in a 
bid to make trains faster and 
more reliable. 

The mammoth scheme, 
which has been described as 
the biggest investment in 
railway infrastructure since 
the Victorian era, includes 
remodelling the Ely North 
junction to allow more trains 
to run between Cambridge 
and Norwich and doubling 
the track between Ely and 
Soham. 

But re-opening Soham’s

railway station has also been 
identified as a priority - 
much to the joy of 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, who have been in 
discussions with Network 
Rail about re-opening the 
facility for the past two years. 

Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet 
member for growth and 
planning at the county 
council, said: “We are very 
encouraged to hear Network 
Rail have included a railway 
station at Soham as part of 
their new business plan. 

“It is obviously still early in 
this process and there is 
more work to do but we are 


cautiously optimistic. 

“The next stage in the 
process is to put together a 
business case to show how 
any service stopping in 
Soham would be used and 
how many people would use 
it.” 

Both authorities say re¬ 
opening the station is a key 
element of the Soham 
Masterplan, that it would 
support the town’s growing 
population, help attract new 
jobs to the area and provide a 
direct rail link to Ely and 
Cambridge. 

Network Rail’s scheme has 
been submitted to the Office 
of Rail Regulation (ORR) and 
will be finalised in October, 
with projects beginning in 
April next year and lasting 
until 2019.

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In the steps of Hitchcock 


After the words of a terminally-ill 
boy inspired him to fulfill his own 
dream of becoming an actor, former 
child psychiatrist and Huntingdon 
resident Gary Mackay is now 
preparing to go on national tour 
with The 39 Steps. He talks to 
Jennifer Shelton about why he’s 
looking forward to performing to a 
home crowd. 


C AMBRIDGE Arts Theatre 
kicks off its spring season 
with the critically 
acclaimed adaptation of Alfred 
Hitchcock's classic, The 39 Steps 
- based in turn on the 1914 John 
Buchan spy novel - which 
arrives direct from a successful 
run at the West End. 

All-British adventurer Richard 
Hannay sets out on a peril-infused 
quest to acquit himself of murder and 
save King and Country in this classic 
British comedy-thriller. 

It's 1935 and Hannay is living the 
quiet life in London when he uncovers 
a German plot to steal British military 
plans. Then, when an attractive female 
spy is found dead in his flat, things get 
decidedly fishier and our hero finds 
himself caught up in a deadly chase 
across the country, taking him from 
theatres to train carriages to remote 
Scottish bothies. 

A cast of just four actors take on the 
100+ roles, including Gary Mackay, 
who spent much of his life in 
Huntingdon and is looking forward to 
returning to Cambridge, where the 24-

week tour begins. 

"It's an energetic play so it's nice to 
have a bit of a break!" he laughs, as he 
slips away from rehearsals to chat. 

"It's good fun, but full-on. It's not 
actually a very long play - it's about an 
hour and a half - but it's non-stop from 
the word go. 

"I play a lot of comic characters, 
including three women, which is great 
fun; though I try not to play them as 
drag queens, but as real as I can. 
There's a Queen-type lady at the start, 
then a Mrs Jordan, who comes in just 
before the end, and then there's a Mrs 
McGarigal, who's a Scottish hotel 
owner. It's good fun to play them all 
differently. 

"As for the men, my favourite is 
probably the crofter, a sort of mad Scot 
that they meet. In the original 
Hitchcock film he was played by John 
Laurie, who was Private Frazer in Dad's 
Army. But all the characters are great 
fun to play with." 

Does it ever get confusing? Have you 
ever run on wearing the wrong 
costume, or doing the wrong voice? 


"Once you get into costume it's easy, 
but in rehearsals it's sometimes quite 
difficult to remember who you are! But 
it's a great test for an actor." 

A great admirer of both the film and 
the stage version, Gary was delighted to 
be offered a part in the 2013 tour. 

"I was lucky enough to see the very 
original version more than 10 years 
ago," he says. "I've seen it in 
Cambridge since then, and it's still just 
as fresh. When I first saw it I knew it 
was the kind of play I'd love to be in - 
it's got a great sense of humour and it's 
very physical and fast, so when the 
opportunity came up I was delighted." 

Born in Edinburgh, Cary moved to 
Huntingdon in 1984 and worked for 
many years as a child psychiatrist, taking 
part in local am-dram in his spare time, 
until a meeting with an inspirational 
youngster prompted him into pursuing 
acting as a full-time career. 

"I worked at East Anglia's Children's 
Hospices (EACH) for two-and-a-half 
years, and my background was child 
mental health and psychiatry," Gary 
explains. "I went into acting very late - I 


was 39, though I'd wanted to be an 
actor since I was 7. I remember that day 
very vividly - I was on stage in a church 
and we all had different musical 
instruments and had to stand up when 
ours was called. I was a triangle, and 
when the minister shouted 'triangle!' I 
jumped up and went, 'that's me', and I 
rang the thing like mad and it made 
everybody laugh. I remember that 
feeling of 'oh wow, I'd love to do this all 
the time'. 

"I got into amateur stuff, and when I 
came down to England I became part of 
Shakespeare at the George [the 
Huntingdon Festival, where he also later 
directed]. But it was working at EACH 
that really prompted me to try and get 
into it professionally. I met a young lad 
who subsequently died - I only knew 
him for a few weeks - and he always 
wanted to go to the pyramids. He said 
that you never stop dreaming. He never 
got to the pyramids, but I remember 
him saying that, and that was the 
catalyst for me. Acting was something 
I'd always wanted to do, and I realised 
I'd regret it if I didn't try. I realised there 
was more to life than just running in the 
hamster wheel." 

Gary signed up for an audition at a 
drama school, not telling any of his 
friends or family, and was surprised 
when he got in instantly. 

"I thought, ah, now I'll have to tell 
everybody", he laughs. "I did a year¬ 
long course and graduated at that great 
age of 40 - when they say life begins - 
and it was the best thing I ever did." 

Since then, Gary, now 49, has picked 
up roles across theatre and television, 
including that of Dr Hilton in 
Emmerdale, and was back in Cambridge 
in 2011 as part of Alan Bennett's 
critically acclaimed The Madness of 


George III, starring David Haig. 

Having achieved his initial goal of 
becoming an actor, are there any dream 
roles he has his eye on for the future, I 
ask? 

"Personally, as an actor, I'd just like to 
keep on working. I've read articles from 
actors and actresses saying that anyone 
who says they don't want the limelight 
is lying - but I've never craved that; I 
just always wanted to make a living 
from it. The people you see on telly and 
who turn up regularly in films probably 
represent about seven per cent of the 
acting world - for the rest of us, they 
say about 68 or 78 per cent of actors 
are out of work at any one time. So it's 
more competitive than any other career 
I've had. 

"At the moment it's about enjoying 
this tour. We're looking forward to 
getting going; after Cambridge we go as 
far up as Inverness and as far down as 
Brighton, so it'll be tiring but we're 
visiting lots of places I have fond 
memories of. 

"I used to go to the Arts Theatre a lot 
while I lived here, I'd go and see all the 
touring shows - including The 39 Steps. 
And I remember the Shakespeare 
Festival, which they hold in the gardens. 

"I did my social worker training at 
Anglia Ruskin too, so Cambridge has 
been a big part of my life. It'll feel like 
coming home."

Jackson - who is even more racist than 
his white masters. 

The bullets start flying somewhere in 
Texas when two slave merchants, the 
Speck brothers, meet a German dentist 
called Dr King Schultz (Christoph Waltz) 
on the road one night. 


It turns out that the flamboyant European 
is also a bounty hunter and Schultz kills 
the Specks in order to release slave 
Django (Jamie Foxx) from his shackles. 
Django is valuable because he is the only 
man who can identify the murderous 
Brittle brothers. 

Having been granted his freedom, Django 


agrees to help Schultz kill the siblings. He 
subsequently learns that his beloved wife 
Broomhilda (Kerry Washington) has fallen 
into the clutches of a slippery plantation 
owner, Calvin Candie (Leonardo 
DiCaprio), and Schultz pledges his 
allegiance on a suicidal rescue mission. 
Django Unchained boasts some bravura 


sequences including slow-motion gun 
fights and snappy flashbacks. However, 
you can have too much of a good thing. 
Tarantino’s vision runs to a buttock- 
numbing 165 minutes and would benefit 
from a judicious editor to prune the 
extraneous guff. He could happily lose 
swathes of the final act, including scenes 
when the director plies a laughable accent 
as a bumbling Australian slave driver. 

Foxx is tightly wound as a vengeful 
husband, playing the straight man to 
larger-than-life performances from Waltz, 
DiCaprio and Jackson. 

The love story with Washington has some 
surprisingly tender moments but 
whenever it seems Tarantino might be 
going soft, his characters unleash a 
blitzkrieg of expletives and cock their 
pistols. 

The body count, like the running time, is 
unapologetically excessive.

Winning the 
fight against 
ash dieback

SH dieback was the big 
environmental story of 2012 - 
and the deadly fungus Chalara 
fraxinea threatening to blight our ash 
and so change the face of our 
countryside is not about to drift away 
in 2013. 

In December, Government figures 
revealed that the number of infected 
sites had more than doubled to 291 
compared with the previous month. 

More than half are mature 
woodland areas which were most 
likely infected by spores blown from 
continental Europe or Norway in the 
wind, rather than by diseased young 


trees imported from abroad, experts 
said. But how can you tell if the ash in 
your own garden is infected? 

What is the situation in the UK? 

The fungus was unknown in Britain 
until early last year. The first case was 
confirmed in ash plants in a nursery in 
Buckinghamshire, in a consignment 
which had been imported from The 
Netherlands. Since then, more 
infected plants have been confirmed 
in nurseries in a wide range of 
locations in England and Scotland. 
Experience on the continent indicates 
that it kills young ash trees very 
quickly while older trees tend to resist 
it for some time. 

What are the symptoms? 

Dead or dying tops of trees, most 
easily seen throughout summer; 
wilting leaves, most visible in spring 
and early summer; lesions and cankers 
on stems/branches/shoots, visible 
throughout the year; dieback of leaves 
with brown/black leaf stalks, seen 
throughout summer; fruiting bodies on 


fallen blacked leafstalks, visible June 
to October; staining of wood under 
bark lesions, visible throughout the 
year. 

Is there a cure? 

Once infected, trees can't be cured. 
However, not all trees die - some 
have genetic resistance. 

What about newly planted ash? 

The Forestry Commission advises 
people to check on any young trees 
planted in the last five years and is 
urging gardeners to buy disease-free 
stock from reputable suppliers. 

How can I protect the ash trees in 
my garden? 


To reduce spread of the disease, 
remove all ash leaf litter from around 
the trees in the autumn and winter to 
reduce the local source of spores the 
following summer. It is thought that 
leaf removal, possibly coupled with 
the lower humidity levels in parkland 
and urban tree environments, can 
significantly reduce and slow the 
impact of Chalara. 

Safely dispose of leaves by burning, 
burying or composting, although in 
some areas and circumstances disposal 
might need to be undertaken by a 
local authority. 

Urban and veteran ash trees should be 
examined to establish any infection 
present, and the disease status of the 
tree should ideally be assessed by a 


professional. 

What is being done on a wider scale? 

The discovery early last year that it was 
in the UK, thought to have arrived on 
imported ash trees and blown as 
spores from the continent, has 
prompted fears of similar devastation 
as that wrought by Dutch elm disease 
in the 1970s. 

The control plan unveiled by the 
Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs in December includes 
measures to reduce the disease's 
spread by funding research on the 
production of spores at infected sites 
and working with other European 
countries to develop resistant trees. 

The import and movement of ash trees 
has been banned. There are also plans 
to accelerate the development of a 
tree health early warning system using 
volunteer groups, and to support a 
biosecurity-themed show garden at 
this year's Chelsea Flower Show. 

A task force asked to assess the current 
tree disease threats to the UK and 
what can be done about them has 
made initial recommendations for a 
risk register for tree health and for 
measures to reduce the chances of 
diseases spreading at UK borders and 
within the country. 

What are the knock-on effects? 

A significant loss of ash trees could hit 
many of Britain's rarest insects which 
live in ash trees. Lichens and mosses 
which grow on its bark would also be 
hit. 

What can I do if I think my tree has 
ash dieback?
